AURORA, Il, Sept. 22 (AP).—A 
farmer frustrated what authorities

But, Damisch said, O’Connell 
outwitted one of his captors, Merle 
Smith, 17, clubbed him into uncon- 
sciousness and later with a posse 
of farmers seized the second youth,:

Navy and Marine Planes 
‘Attack Ship Northwest 
of Guadalcanal — New 
Enemy Blows Expected, 
Knox Says. 


' WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— | 
The Navy announced today that 
Navy and Marine corps dive bomb- 
ers had damaged a Japanese cruis- 
er northwest of Guadalcanal Island 
in the Solomons Archipelago of the 
Southwest Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox de 
clared today it was a safe as- 
sumption that the Japanese would 
make major new attempts to re- 
conquer the Solomon Islands. 

Knox was asked at a press con- 
ference about repeated forecasts 
that the Japanese would throw 
heavy naval and other forces into 
efforts to drive the Marines out 
of the southeastern islands of the 
chain, where they have established 
a firm fooothold. 

Saying that predictions of such 
action constituted “a safe and 
sound assumption,” Knox asserted, 
“We operate on that basis.” He 
added: “To do otherwise would be 
foolish, overconfidence.”

94 MEN REPORTED DROWNED 
IN LAUNCH SINKING IN CANADA 


Islands Searched for Pbssible Sur- 
vivors of Picnic Party; 
One Found Alive. 


MIDLAND, Ont., Sept. 22 (AP). 
—The sudden, unexplained sinking 
of a motor launch on which 41 men 
were returning froma picnic last 
night caused the drowning of pos- 
sibly 24 in the icy waters of Geor- 
gian Bay but a search still was 
going on tonight in hopes that 
some may have reached safety 
among the islands. 

One name was struck from the 
first reported death list of 25 when 
a man was found in midafternoon 
alive on Beausoleil island. Seven- 
teen of the men, all employes of'the 
Midland Machine and Foundry Co., 
are known now to have survived. 
One of the dead was Bert Cor- 
beau, foreman of the foundry in 
this city, 80 miles north of Toronto. 
He was owner of the boat. 
Corbeau was a former profes- 
sional hockey player with the 
Montreal Canadians, Ottawa Sena- 
tors and Toronto St, Pats. At one 
time he was considered ane of the

BERN,. Sept. 22 (AP).—A bitter 

tirade against France by a semi- 
official Italian publication was in- 
terpreted today as _ indicating 
Italy’s growing dissatisfaction with 
what it has got out of the Axis 
and its dwindling hopes of win- 
ning any material rewards from 
participation in the war. 
. This conclusion was drawn by 
experienced observers from an ar- 
ticle which appears in the weekly 
foreign affairs journal, Relazione 
Internationale, and which, though 
directed at France, lacks any ex- 
pression of faith that the Nazis 
would support Italy’s war ambi- 
tions. 

The article, voicing a fear known 
to have been widely held for some 
time in Italy, expresses belief that 
Pierre Laval, French Chief of Gov- 
ernment, is co-operating with the 
Germans in the hope of winning 
the upper hand over Italy and foil- 
ing Italian territorial ambitions.

ACTION DISTURBS 
PARTY LEADERS 


Strong Opposition to For- 
mer Democratic State 
Chairman Develops in 
Most of District.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 22— 
C. Marion Hulen of Moberly who in- 


stigated the malodorous attempted 
governorship steal in the last Leg- 
islature while he was chai 
the Democratic State Committee, 
is now seeking election to the 
Missouri State Senate. 

Assured of the support of the 
two Randolph County members of 
the Thirteenth Senatorial District 
Democratic Committee, which will 
make the nomination, Hulen has 
written letters to the six other 
members, two each in Marion, 
Monroe and Ralls counties, solicit- 
ing their votes for the nomination. 
Democratic nomination in the dis- 
trict is equivalent to election, the 
district being so strongly Demo- 
cratic that the Republicans seldom 
even make a nomination. 

“The vacancy, to be filled by spe- 
cia election, is occasioned by the 
resignation of the Senator elected 
in 1940, Capt. Richard Chamier of 
Moberly, who is absent from the 
State on Army duty. 

Democratic leaders and some, at 
least, of the members of the party's 
State committee had hoped that 
in time the voters would forget the 
effort of the party, under Hulen’s 
guidance, to use the power of the 
Democratic majority in the Legis- 
lature to deny Gov,, Forrest C. 
Donnell the office to which he had 
been elected and to seat his defeat- 
ed Democratic opponent, Lawrence 
McDaniel. 

They avoided even mentioning it 
in their party gatherings, and they 
were jubilant when Hulen did not 
seek re-election as party chairman 
at the State committee meeting in 
Jefferson City Sept. 8. 

Of the 109 Democratic legislators 
who supported the attempted steal, 
all except 53, of whom 15 are hold- 
over Senators have been eliminated 
from the Legislature. Many of them, 
including the 19 St. Louis members 
of the House of Representatives, 
took themselves out of the picture 
by failing to seek renomination. 
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primary. Thirty-eight are candi- 
dates this year and will face the 
voters in November: The party 
leaders have been much concerned 
by their candidacies, a concern ma- 
terially increased by this new can- 
didacy of the chief instigator of 
the partisan scheme to -steal the 
governorship. 

In addition to the letters, Hulen 
is. reported to have brqught influ- 
ence to bear through local poli- 
ticians in the four counties, among 
them Robert W. Winn, former 
State Treasurer and now Commis- 
sioner of the Permanent Seat of 
Government. Winn, a former resi- 
dent of Ralls County, is said to 
have approached members of the 
committee there in Hulen’s behalf 

Hulen’s letters were shown to 
friends by the committee members, 
who sought advice, and as a result 
there has developed strong oppo- 
sition: to Hulen’s nomination in all 
of the counties except Randolph, 
particularly in Marion and Monroe. 
The opposition is based solely on 
Hulen’s activity in the scheme to 
unseat Gov. Donnell and the opin- 
ion that his nomination for ths 
Senate would be a political mis- 
take. 

There will be eight votes in the 
committee which makes the nom- 
ination, and two counties can block 
Hulen, which will make possible a 
deadlock if Hulen can get the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP).— 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board today insti- 
tuted a “quickie” priority plan to 
avert war plant stoppages or slow- 
downs caused by lack of small 
quantities of critical materials. 

WPB’s regional, offices were au-

Redemske was found dead yes- 
terday, and police said he appar- 
ently had been dead since Satur- 
day hight. He had been stabbed 
in the heart and a tie was twisted 
about his neck, His body, fully 
clothed and covered with a bed- 
spread, was on a divan in the liv- 
ing room. 

His body was discovered by Re- 
demske’s superiors at Armour & 
Co., where he was employed as a 
research chemist. They had gone 
to his home, where he lived alone, 
when he failed to report for work.

Wants Lower-Priced Milk. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
LETTER from a “Housewife” called 
attention to many facts that we all 
realize too well. 

I have read “Detroit’s Fighting Milk- 
man,” and I observed something that 
“Housewife” did not mention. John T. 
Fiynn informs us that in peacetime, 
Sweden, Denmark, Belgium and Holland 
all use more milk than we do. Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand use more butter. 

Here in our land of plenty there are 
7,000,000 people who get little or no milk. | 
Retail cost seems to be the reason, and 
I believe that retail cost is so high be- 
cause of the dairy-marketing system. 

Mr. Flynn says that the farmer is 
lucky if he can get 5 cents per quart, 
while we are paying 14 cents. Of course, 
St. Louis is paying 15 cents per quart. 

In other words, pasteurization and 
marketing costs us about 65 per cent of 
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DELAY IS BILLIONS. 

Even if Congress acts at once and applies to living | 
costs the best controls it can contrive, a 5 per cent 
increase in prices may occur within the next year. 

This is the judgment of ‘Senator Prentiss Brown 
(Dem.) of Michigan, co-author of the bill now before 
the Senate in response to Presiddent Roosevelt's 
ultimatum that Congress enact an ‘anti-inflation 
measure by Oct. 1 or he would use his powers. to 
impose the necessary brakes. 

The possibility of a further increase in living 
costs even after Congress acts shows what a high 
price the country is paying for the delay in adoption 
of an over-all ceiling, as urged long ago by Bernard 
Baruch and others, to avert the disasters of inflation. 
Senator Brown's words are also a powerful argu- 
m@nt for prompt action against inflation, for the 
increase will be much mofe than 5 per cent unless 
steps are taken at once. If Congress fails to pass 
an adequate bill in time, it will only forfeit its pre- 
rogative and establish an unhappy precedent, for the 
President has said that in such an event, “I shall 
accept the responsibility, and I will act.” 

There are several reasons why the rising cost of 
living cannot be stopped in its tracks even by 
passage of the bill. Both farm prices and wages 
could have been stabilized by this time had action 
been taken sooner. As it is, the present piecemeal 
control methods have allowed inequalities to de- 
velop on both these important economic fronts. 
These will inevitably be ironed out to some extent, 
partly as a result of political pressure, partly in 
justice to the rightful claims of farmers and work- 
ers, 

The farm bloc has called attention to the fact 
that increased labor costs have helped increase the 
prices of agricultural commodities. The Senate bill 
therefore empowers the President to lift farm-price 
ceilings if he finds this necessary in order to meet 
increased labor costs. The bill also provides that 
no commodity ceiling shall be fixed below 100 per 
cent of parity. As some items have not yet touched 
parity, this clause means further price increases. 

As to wages: The War Labor Board has adopted 
a formula providing a level 15 per cent above the 
rates paid on Jan. 1, 1941, to meet the rise in living 
costs. Not all groups of employes have received 
such an increase, and labor spokesmen naturally 
will urge general application of the formula before 
a ceiling is applied. This, of course, will add to 
wage costs, but the request is as reasonable as it 
is for the farm bloc to ask that no ceiling be im- 
posed below the parity mark. 

Wages and farm prices have been rising steadily, 
and each has acted to increase the other. Farm 
prices have gone up 85 per cent between August, 
1939, and August, 1942, the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee said yesterday, while hourly wage rates have 
risen 30 per cent. Aggregate wages have risen 71 
per cent in the same period. 

This deadly spiral, if continued, would be ruinous. 
As it is, the CIO estimates, increased prices have 
cost the American people nine billion dollars since 
January, 1941. 

Crying over this spilled milk is futile, however. 
The record of past neglect should not be viewed as 
a basis for recrimination, but as an emphatic warn- 
ing of what failure to act now will mean. The 
President has called for action, and the country 
awaits the Congressional response. 
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MR. HULEN OFFERS HIMSELF. 

C. Marion Hulen, the Moberly politician who took 
full responsibility for the Democratic plot to steal 
the governorship last’ year, is offering himself as 
a candidate for the Missouri State Senate. Incredible 
as it may be, this is a simple statement of fact as 
reported in the Post-Dispatch today. Hulen already 
has the backing of the Thirteenth District com- 
mittee members from his own county, Randolph, 
and is now attempting to line up support in Marion, 
Monroe and Rallis counties. 

Only a few days ago, Hulen yielded his post as 
chairman of the Democratic State Committee and 
the leaders of his party breathed a bit easier as 
they looked anxiously toward November. His re- 
election at the State convention would have trotted 
out the ghost of the infamous conspiracy to seat 
McDaniel—and that ghost is the last thing the Dem- 
ocratic campaigners want to see these nights. 

What the Democratic committee in the Thirteenth 
District does is its business. If it is willing to offer 
the voters C. Marion Hulen and his brief case and 
the evidence of vote frauds which did not exist, that 
is its affair. Perhaps it does not know that of 109

Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, National Director of 
the selective service, has told the House Defense Mi- 
gration Committee that unless drafting of 18- and 
19-year-olds began “very soon” it would be necessary 
to induct 1,000,000 and 1,500,000 married men. He 
said that the Army is now inducting 10 per cent of 
the otherwise eligible illiterates and would begin 
Oct. 1, to induct men afflicted with venereal. disease. 

Previously Gen. Hershey had declared that we 
cannot “call a recess in this war until people grow 
up.” He said that Americans would have to come 
to the realization that “there are not enough single 
men, that there are not enough married.men with- 
out dependents.” The whole effect of Gen. Hershey’s 
statement was to make clear his belief that. 18- and 
19-year-olds are needed for military service. 

A few days ago, Representative Wadsworth of 
New York, co-author of the Selective Sérvice Act, 
introduced an amendment to lower the draft age 
to 18—companion to a measure already before the 
Senate. Mr. Wadsworth’s information, to say noth- 
ing of his intentions, can hardly be questioned. He 
is one of the best-advised men in Congress, a former 
head of the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 

Secretary of War Stimson is on record in favor 
of lowering the age and so are other ranking offi- 
cials. Yet President Roosevelt has now said that 
he does not think it is necessary at this time to call 
up registrants below 20. He does not say when he 
thinks it will be necessary, but contents himself by 
saying not before the first of next year. Several 
leaders in the Senate had anticipated the President 
and are against reducing the age to 18. 

Conflicting orders and opinions in Washington 
have created no end of confusion in the country. It 
would seem that our military authorities could re- 
solve this question once and for all.

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A PUBLISHER DECLINES THE GRAVY. 

Payment of juicy fees to favored newspapers over 
the State for publication of official notices has long 
been an effective device for development of patron- 
age by the Secretary of State’s office. Year after 
year, the gravy train runs smoothly along, convey- 
ing its welcome nourishment to the paper in each 
county considered most friendly to the Secretary of 
State, with a half-portion or a generous spoonful 
sometimes going to the second most friendly paper. 
This latter is pure political subsidy, since such a pa- 
per is required to publish nothing. 

This year, however, something unprecedented has 
happened. A publisher hag indignantly spurned the 
serving of gravy offered him. He is Leland L. Ches- 
ley, publisher of the Troy Free Press, in Lincoln 
County, who was offered $30 although a rival pa- 
per, the Silex Index, was chosen to print the State 
advertising. Mr. Chesley thereupon wrote an open 
letter to Secretary of State Dwight L. Brown say- 
ing he did not want this share of taxpayers’ money 
“for doing nothing,” and “it hardly seems to me 
that by giving, the Free Press $30 for performing 
no service, you are doing right by the people who , 
elected you.”

India’s Communists Call on British 
to Release Gandhi, Other Leaders.

Speed Cops

NEW YORK, Sept. 21. 


ITH the adoption of a national 35 m. p. h. speed limit, 
as recommended in the Baruch report, the genus Gendar- 
mius Horribilis is threatened with extinction. The genus 
Gendarmius Horribilis is commonly known as the speed cop.

It is familiar to every man, woman 
and child in this country. There 
isn’t a town or village that doesn’t 
harbor at least one of the species. 
In the South it usually has white 
whipcord leg markings and a blue 
vest. The Northern and Eastern 
species is usually solid blue with a 
white Stetson topknot, and in the 
Far West it has a Sam Browne 
waist marking. But no matter 
what its markings, it has a trick 


F of blending with the foliage so that 


it usually cannot be seen until too 
late. But genus Gendarmius Hor- 
ribilis, no matter what its habitat, 


has one characteristic which makes it instantly recognizable. 
This is its cry. It is always the same. From Maine to Florida 
it sounds as if it were saying, “Pull over. Pull over. Whereya 


thinkya going?”

IT CAN ALMOST always be found on or near broad, 
straight highways, which are its feeding ground, although 
sometimes it seeks shelter over the tops of hills, just around 
sharp curves and behind signboards. Gendarmius Horribilis is 


carnivorous. 


It feeds off man. It will sometimes chase a 


man for miles, and it almost never fails to catch its prey. 
It talks much more than the parrot, or the crow with a split 


tongue, but it cannot be reasoned with as successfully. Once: 


it pounces upon its prey, Gendarmius Horribilis drives it to 
the side of the road—it never feeds directly on the highway— 
and proceeds to torture its catch before giving it the works. 
Almost everyone in this country has seen a Gendarmius Hor- 
ribilis feeding. It makes for a pathetic sight. The victim is 
always babbling incoherent lies, telling of the important people 


it knows, and generally begging for its life.

UNFORTUNATELY * ae well-known American species, 
it can feed only off fast-moving citizens. If the 35 m. p. h, limit 
is adopted, the Gendarmius Horribilis is doomed. Like the 
Carolina parakeet and the passenger pigeon, which once flour- 
ished in this country, it must disappear unless some of us 
quickly band together and start a movement for the establish- 
ment of a sanctuary for speed cops in this country. It would 
not be fair for the generations of Americans to come not tosbe 
able to see and know speed cops. We save redwood trees and 
buffaloes and early American furniture. Certainly none of 
these has ever been as integral a part of American life as 
Gendarmius Horribilis. A speed cop sanctuary would be simple.

THIS APPLIES doubly to the 
first aider. People instinctively 
seem to have an impulse to rub 
a sick person. Now rubbing never 
does anybody any good if an acute 
condition is present. Massage is 
all right for chronic conditions, 
but not acute. And it has great 
potentialities for harm. <A bone 
may be just a little bit broken, 
but in good condition. Your ama- 
teur first aider comes along and 
begins to rub and stroke and 
really breaks the bone. The same 
is true of dislocations. 

When bleeding is present there is 
one simple thing to do and remem- 
ber which will save the first aider 
a lot of mental anguish. He is 
taught that with arterial bleeding 
he should put a constriction above 
the point of blood and with venous 
bleeding, below. But he can’t al- 
ways tell which is which in the 
presence of an actual case.

But if you take a clean hand- 
kerchief and press down directly 
over the spot of bleeding you will 
be able to control it till the doctor 
gets there.

THERE IS ONE final decision 
the first aider has to make and 
that is when the victim wants to 
get up, should you let him get ‘up? 
This takes a little more than ordi- 
nary knowledge and you really 
have to apply some fundamental 
pridciples to make a decision. 

First ask yourself whether there 
is any broken bone. Usually this 
comes down to finding out whether 
over the injured part there is a 


* peculiar grating sound called crep- 


itus, made by the ends of the 
broken bone. Second, count the 
pulse. If there is internal bleeding 
it will certainly be over 80 and 
probably over 90. 


Questions and Answers. 
A. L. K.: — Please explain the 
Graham test for gallbladder trouble. 


Answer: Dr. Evarts Graham, of 
St. Louis, discovered a dye which 
when swallowed (or put in a vein) 
goes directly to the liver, is ex- 
creted in the bile, and makes a 
shadow on the X-ray. So, in sus- 
pected gallbladder disease this pro- 
cedure is carried out and if the 
X-ray shows the gallbladder clearly, 
the inference is that it is healthy. 
The outline of stones, otherwise 
opaque to the X-ray, can be seen 
this way. If no dye enters the gall- 
bladder it is assumed it is diseased. 


V. V. A.: — Does spitting up 
blood necessarily mean tubercu- 
losis? I had my lungs x-rayed a 
year ago and there was no sign. 
Since then I’ve had a baby and 
have been very run down. 


Answer: Spitting of blood means 
tuberculosis in 98 per cent of 
cases. It may be an early sign. 
Pregnancy activates an early tu- 
berculosis,

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Japs Fed Phyllis Argall Seaweed and Rice, Water, Beat Her for Refusing to Answer Questions,

IX months in a Tokyo prison 
§ on a diet of rubbery, raw, un- 
™ washed seaweed and rice water, 


flavored with fish juice, have tied 


no half-hitches in Phyllis Argall’s 
sense of humor. Gay, scintillating, 
and the owner of a deliciously 
velvety laugh, Miss Argall, who 
escaped sentence of 18 months’ at 
hard labor in a Japanese prison 
camp through diplomatic exchange 
of prisoners, ig now in St. Louis. 
Her husband, Walter Wills, has 


. been retained as a special writer 


for the KMOX news staff. 


“The question I am most often 
asked,” Miss Argall said, “is what 
I did first after six months in 
prison. And the story goes that I 


talked for 48 hours without stop-\ 


ping. I think that quite possible.” 

Managing editor of the anti-Axis 
English language newspaper, Ja- 
pan News-Week, at the time of 
her arrest, Miss Argall was awak- 


ened at 7:30 on the morning 


of Dec. 8 in her Tokyo apartment 


and informed that she was about . 


to be tossed into the Japanese 
clink “for revealing to hostile pow- 
ers secrets detrimental to Japan.” 

“They sent six men to arrest 
me,” she explained, “and I really 
felt quite honored when I found 
out later that I was the only 
woman arrested by the Japanese 
gendarmerie. The other women, 
and most of the men for that mat- 
ter, were evidently not considered 
sufficiently tough to occupy the 
time of the Japanese gestapo and 
so they were arrested by the civil 
police. But I actually received the 
attention of the military police and, 
handcuffed to two excessively 
small and embarrassed gendarmes, 
was taken to the gendarmerie 
headquarters. 

At headquarters, I was ques- 
tioned about my life history, my 
business _ connections, and my 
friendship with the American Em- 
bassy people. I refused to answer 
questions about anything because 
I wouldn’t involve my friends and 
so I was beaten. One of the Jap. 
anese who slapped me wore a ring 
which cut my face, but I was so 
furiously angry I hardly felt it.” 

At 11 a. m. on Dec, 8, the war- 
rant for Miss Argall’s arrest—a 
formality neglected at the time of 
her detention—cdme from the 
Chief Procurator and she was tak- 
en to the regular prison where she 
was placed in solitary confinement.

But with all 
the cold, my temper didn’t cool off 
a bit.” 

Questioned dally by the Japanese 
gestapo, Miss Argall steadfastly 
refused to answer any questions. 
Her only reading material—sent by 
a friend—consisted of the Bible 
and a prayerbook;an anthology 
of English literature, two old copies 
of the Atlantic Monthly, and two 
novels by P. G. Wodehouse.

The British, Canadian and Amer- 
ican .embassies all tried to per- 
suade Mr. Wills and» me to leave 
but we stuck it out.” 

Only 5 feet 2 inches tall, Miss 
Argall is 33 years old, has black 
hair and hazel eyes. She talks 
with a decidedly English accent, 
but has a typically American sense 
of humor. 

“Tl have no war ribbons or 
decorations,” she laughed, “but at 
least I have the honor of being 
the only white woman tried and 
convicted by a Jap court.”

Answer: It is a pronouncing fur- 
below that apparently has no ex- 
planation except that “it just is.” 
certainly, no dictionary 
known to me sanctions the “sz” 
sound in either of these two im- 
portant words or their derivatives. 


It is amazing that a speaker, who 
will pick up such unothodox pro- 
nunciations as “abzorb’ and “re- 
zource,” will not think of consult- 
ing a reliable dictionary before 


adding the mispronunciations to 
his vocabulary. 

I have said before, and I em- 
phasize again, that one should not 
affect any “new” or exotic pro- 
nunciation without first determin- 
ing whether it is in strict accord- 
ance with good usage.

South’s hand was not precisely 
right for his chosen opening of 
three no trump. That bid should 
be based on 4-3-3-3 distribution, but 
in all fairness it would be hard to 
point out a better alternative. An 
opening suit bid of two is not par- 
ticularly desirable on a four card 
suit, and since South had a tremen- 
dous number of top tricks and 
double stoppers in every suit it 
would be captious to criticize hig 
three no trump selection. More- 
over, I venture to say that the con- 
tract would have been fulfilled 
against 99 per cent of the world’s 
players sitting East-West. 

West opened the diamond queen, 
Declarer won, perforce, then cashed 
the heart ace and entered dummy 
with a low heart to the jack. Now, 
with only one club trick needed to 
*bring him to his nine trick goal, 
he led the low club from dummy. 

This was the crucial point of the 
play. As I already have said, 99 
Easts out of 100 would follow suit 
with a low club. They would not 
even think the matter worthy of 
thought. And, after that, declarer 
would have clear sailing. A club 
honor would force out West's ace, 
and it would not matter what he 
returned. A diamond continuation 
would take out declarer’s last stop- 
per, but it also would take out 
East’s last diamond, and West’s 
hand would cease to play any ma- 
terial part. Declarer would knock 
out the club king, win any return, 
and quickly claim his contract. 

All this, however, is what would 
happen against almost all defend- 
ers. It did not happen in this par- 
ticular case. This East was not 
only alive to the probabilities of 
the situation, but had the vision 
and nerve to set up an impregna- 
ble defense. 

He put up the club king on 
dummy’s eight spot! Now declarer 
was absolutely helpless. A dia- 
mond return removed his remain- 
ing stopper, and when he persisted 
with clubs for his ninth trick, West 
won and cashed three diamond 
tricks, for the contract’s defeat.
